m ade by C. O. P ra tt and President 1 
Peter Driscoll. The sudden arrest and 
im prisonm ent of C. O. P ratt d u r in g 1 
the afternoon, just after he had left 
the carm en’s headquarters, did more 
to arouse indignation against the com­ 
pany and police departm ent at last 
night’s m eeting than did the m en’s 
own grievances. 
P ratt was pounced on, beaten over 
the face and head by two plain-clothes 
men, and taken to the W inter street 
police station. 
There he was detained 
in a cell for several hours. 
The police are m aking every prep­ 
aration for a streetcar strike, should 
one be called. 
The order has been is­ 
sued to all policemen for continuous 
duty.

Ev en when piled in the field after 
It has been lak en from the blu e grass 
tops it has been k nown to heat su f­ 
ficiently to spoil it.

has a lot of blu e grass seed that haa 
been so spoiled that he cannot resist 
the tem ptation to sell it for good seed . 
Many other seed s are inju riou sly af 
feeted by too great a moistu re content,

The higher the starch content 
of the seed the more necessary d oes it 
appear to be to k eep it from d am p­ 
ness.

CAUSES OF THE RUN. 


200,000 sheep and lambs received in 
three da ys—such, In round number» , 
la the record-breaking run thus far 
this week on the Chicago market! 
This enormous over-marketing 
of 
sheep is the result of temporary and 
peculiar causes, and offers a rare op­ 
portunity for farmers and sheep feed­ 
ers to stock up at bargain prices. 
This great rush of sheep to market 
comes mainly from Montana and ad­ 
joining western 
range 
country, and 
cannot la st more than two or thre» 
weeks longer. 
It Is no evidence of 
over-production. 
Its principal ca uses 
are the 
recent 
drought, which 
» 0 
burned out the gra ss that there will 
be very little winter feed on the range, 
and which prevented the putting up of 
sufficient hay to oarry any consider­ 
able number of 
sheep over 
winter, 
while la st winter was a very severe 
one and hay was so closely fed that 
there is no old hay left over for the 
purpose. 
The consequence 
Is 
that 
sheep owners are forced 
to 
market 
the bulk of their sheep this fall, or 
else lose them In the fierce storms of 
winter. 
The most serious cause of the pres­ 
ent general liquidation, however, 1» 
the restriction of the range through 
occupation and fencing by dry farm­ 
ers, who are grain growers, and not 
live stock raisers. 
The tremendous 
rush of these settlers upon the range 
within the la st three years, and espe­ 
cially within the la st twelve months, 
is hard for eastern people to realize. 
It is not alone the area actually en­ 
closed by these settlers, but the break­ 
ing up thereby of va st 
regions 
of 
grazing lands into such small sections 
that they are no longer available to 
stockmen for grazing 
their 
flocks, 
which is one of the main reasons why 
the sheep supplies of 
the 
western 
range country are being more closely 
marketed this year than ever before 
tn the history of the trade. 
This means an Inevitable shortage 
at market later on and next year, and 
with a consta ntly growing demand for 
both mutton and wool, it would seem 
that future good prices are assured. 
The western 
range 
country 
has 
heretofore been the chief source of 
sheep mark et sup p lies, but unless the 
farmers of the corn belt begin at once 
to raise many more sheep than 
they 
have ever done before, there will be 
a great scarcity of 
both mutton 
and 
wool before long in this country. 
Moreover, there is a world-shortage 
of live stock of all k inds. 
All Europ e 
is short of sheep , and even Australia's 
sup p ly is declining with rap idity The 
same general causes that exist in this 
country are op erating in other coun­ 
tries also. 
Pop ulations are 
growing 
rap idly 
everywhere, while 
grazing 
areas are being reduced. 
As p asture 
land is turned to p roduction of cereals, 
sheep raising declines. 
Thousands of American farmers can 
turn this situation to 
their benefit, 
through increase of both soil fertility 
and money p roflt, by beginning right 
now each to k eep a small flock of 
sheep up on hfs farm.

Indianapolis, Nov. 4.— “ Educate In­ 
diana on good roads.” 
“ Plan and educate good roads legis­ 
lation at the coming session of the 
statj legislature.” 
Those are the two things to he done 
I this winter by the Indiana Good Roads 
association. 
The organization of this 
association will he perfected Dec. 9, 
the last dav cf the National Good 
! P.oads convention 
to be held here. 
Headquarters will he opened in the 
I Board of Trade building by the Indiana 
; association within a few days. 
This new organization will be com­ 
posed of all good roads organizations 
now existing in the state, such as the 
Indiana Engineering society, the State 
Association of County Auditors, the 
Good Roads Bureau of Indiana, and 
several others, the Indianapolis Trade 
association, the Board of Trade, the 
Commercial club, the Indianapolis Au­ 
tomobile Trade association and the In­ 
dianapolis Retail Merchants’ associa­ 
tion. 
W . .T. Dobyns, secretary of the Indi­ 
anapolis Trade association, has been 
appointed 
seen tarv of the Indiana 
Good Roads association. 
From the 
headquarters in the Board of Trade 
building thousands of booklets and 
ether literature will be mailed to the 
people of Indiana as a means of edu­ 
cating them on the subject of good 
roads. 
Ample funds with which to 
carry on this and the legislative work 
will be collected by the organization 
and the work will be done on a large 
scale. 
This campaign of education is 
expected to arouse interest in state 
legislation for good roads. 
The organization

Good Roads association is a crystalli­ 
zation of t?io sentiment that has been 
growing in Indiana for a long time, say 
the leaders of the movement.
